The feature o f these air superhighway s 
is that I hey will be under co mplete gro und 
co ntro l at all times and in all weather. No 
aircraft—co mmercial, priv ate o r military 
—will be allo wed to enter o r cro ss these 
. bro ad lines witho ut the autho rity o f the 
CAA’s gro und co ntro llers. 
These co rrido res will in fact be the o nly 
airspace in the natio n in which the no w 
all-to o -likely pro spect o f mid-air co llisio n 
will be v irtually wiped o ut. 
President 
Eisenho wer’s 
special 
emer­ 
gency rules go v erning military flights into 
and thro ugh ex isting federal airway s are 
go o d as far as they go , but there is still 
no co ntro l o v er priv ate planes in tho se 
lanes. 
Happily , the go v ernment say s that as 
fast as is po ssible it will ex tend the num­ 
ber, length and height o f the new sky way s. 
The first three will be carv ed o ut at alti­ 
tudes o i 17 ,000 to 22,000 feet. 
On to p o f this, the airlines which since 
last J uly 1 hav e been o perating all air­ 
craft in the “ go lden triangle” o f New-Yo rk- 
Washingto n-Chicago o n instrument flight 
rules abo v e 9,5 00 feet, will this J uly 1 be­ 
gin fly ing o n instruments o n all flights 
abo v e 10,000 feet any where in the co un­ 
try . 
Presently , they apply this to flights 
abo v e 18 ,000. 
There can be no do ubt that this heav ier 
dependence upo n instruments and federal 
gro und co ntro l will tax sev erely the equip­ 
ment and trained perso nnel the CAA has 
av ailable fo r this v ital wo rk. 
Equipment is being added at go o d pace, 
and a training pro gram o f ambitio us size is 
under way . 
But it wo uld be a miracle if 
the new burdens do no t cause so me stum­ 
bling and co nfusio n in the early day s. 
The impo rtant thing is that these po s­ 
itiv e steps indicate full awareness o f the 
grav ity o f the air safety pro blem. 
It will 
no t be so lv ed until all the natio n’s 110,000 
aircraft are under co mplete co ntro l in 
pro perly allo cated airspace, go v erned by a 
single federal agency . 
But these beginning respo nses to the un­ 
necessary co llisio n disasters o f recent w eeks 
sho w a determinatio n to get the jo b do ne.

The Negro leaders o f the Republican Party , 
at lea st o ne o f who m may be respo nsible fo r 
Adam Clay to n Po well’s inco me tax tro ubles, spent 
mo st o f a day a t the New Yo rk Co unty Co mmit 
tee headquarters in the Natio nal Republican Club 
arguing with Tho mas J . O m a n , chairman, and 
Mrs. Presto n Dav ie, v ice chairman, abo ut no mi 
nating a Demo crat, who has a lo ng reco rd o f left 
wing asso ciatio ns, as the Republican candidate fo r 
Co ngress in Harlem. 
No o ne made a speech fav o rable to Po well. 
N o o ne spo ke well o r ev en kindly o f him. In fact, 
the Negro leaders deno unced him, spo ke unfav o r­ 
ably o f his character, etc., efc. Then they demand­ 
ed he be no minated. 
It was no t that they had been co rrupted. It 
was that they were afraid no t to no minate him. 
They were afraid that they literally wo uld no t be 
able to walk the streets o f Harlem if they failed 
to no minate him. The Demo crats, to who m he be­ 
lo ngs, threw him o v er; the Republicans, to who m 
he nev er belo nged, dared no t av o id him. 
One Negro Republican leader blamed Presi­ 
dent Eisenho wer fo r all the tro ubles.

Fo urteen 
mo nths went by befo re the United States Atto r­ 
ney in New Yo rk did any thing in the m a tter and 
then o nly after the Grand J ury threatened to go 
o ff o n its o wn. This is so mething the Sena te J u­ 
diciary Co mmittee might lo o k into o ne 
day. 
In the la test American sense, the Po well case 
is sy mpto matic o f a frightening situatio n. Adam 
Clay to n Po well, J r., is first o f all a Negro . He has 
made being a Negro a career and a pro fessio n. 
He is a clergy man and a member o f Co ngress, but 
mo st o f all, he is a demago gue amo ng his o wn 
peo ple. He keeps them stirred up and as lo ng as 
they are stirred up, he will po ssess eno rmo us 
po wer in New Yo rk City . He is a man o f superb 
intelligence who , ho wev er, has his o wn game to 
play . 
The Negro and Puerto Rican po pulatio n in 
New Yo rk Co unty can co ntro l the electio n. Such 
a situatio n is also dev elo ping in Bro o kly n and the 
Bro nx . The Puerto Ricans dislike being classed 
as Negro es which many o f them are no t, but they 
are discriminated against so cia lly and eco no m ical­ 
ly in this co mmunity and they are being fo rced by 
circumstances to a sso ciate themselv es with such 
a leadership as Po well’s. They hav e pro duced no 
equal leadership o f their o wn.

New Yo rk City is no rmally Demo cratic. Its 
leadership has mo v ed fro m Irish to Italian The 
Republican Party is mo ribund and lacks leader­ 
ship a lto gether; it ex ists o nly o n patro nage re­ 
ceiv erships and similar perquisites that are' ex ­ 
clusiv ely adv antageo us to lawwers. Mo st o f the 
kind o f peo ple usually Republican in No rthern 
cities, liv e and v o te in the suburbs, so me ev en in 
o ther sla tes like Co nnecticut and New J ersey 
where the tax situa tio ns are preferable.

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Bird Owner Must Make Sure 


Pet Is Free o f Disease

DAY OF MOURNING 
» Suppo se ev ery o ne knew that o n a giv en 
day , .so mewhere in the United States, hun­ 
dreds o f liv es wo uld be blo tted o ut in o ne 
terrible ho lo caust. Suppo se ev ery o ne knew 
this—but no o ne knew where it wo uld hap- 
I>en, o r who the v ictims wo uld be. 
Then 
suppo se it did happen, just as it had been 
fo reto ld. 
What a cho rus o f lamentatio n wo uld 
ari.se! A tragedy o f such magnitude might 
impel the natio n to o bserv e a day o f mo urn­ 
ing. 
It wo uld go do wn in histo ry , and be 
remembered decades hence as a great hu­ 
man catastro phy . 
Be it kno wn that such a catastro phy — 
with o ne v ital difference—did take place o n 
Memo rial Day weekend, 195 8 . 
The differ­ 
ence was that hundreds lo st their liv es, no t 
in o ne mo mento us disaster, but at sco i'es o f 
po ints o n ro ads thro ugho ut the natio n. 
The to ll in death, injury and destructio n is 
no less than it wo uld hav e been. The o nly 
lesser element is o ur grasp o f the terrible 
thing that happened. 
In essence, all this has been said befo re. 
It merits repetitio n. 
Ano ther thing thati 


"I wa s to ld,” writes A. P., "that parakeets are 
undesirable fo r pets in the ho me, as they carry 
germs. 
I sho uld like y o ur o pinio n as to whether 
the diseases 
they carry are co mmunicable to 
human beings.” 
I wo uld no t go so far as to say pa rakeets are 
undesirable as ho me pets fo r tho se who like them. 
Ho wev er, SICK parakeets a re undesirable. 
These birds belo ng to a gro up, including par­ 
ro ts and lo v e birds, which may harbo r a v irus 
which can attack human beings and cause a dis­ 
ease called o rnitho sis, o r psittaco sis. 
Naturally , 
tho se birds free o f the v irus canno t spread the 
disease. 
Psitta co sis is no t a new disease. 
In 1932, 7 6 
ca ses were repo rted in the United Sta tes alo ne, 
with sev en deaths during that y ear. 
Fewer cases o f the disease appeared fo r sev ­ 
eral y ea rs thereafter, principally because o f the 
a ctiv ities o f the U. S. Public Health Serv ice which 
quarantined sick birds and banned their shipment 
tro m fo reign co untries to the United Sta tes and 
fro m sta te to sta te. 
In 195 1 the regulatio ns fo r parakeets, parro ts 
and lo v e birds were relax ed and there has been 
a co nsiderable increase in the number o f such 
birds so ld fo r ho useho ld pets. 
Unfo rtunately , this has been fo llo wed by an 
^ crea se in the number o f ca ses o f psittaco sis. 
1'here is reaso n fo r believ ing that many cases o f 
psittaco sis are no t repo rted because the disease 
may be co nfused with o ther human diso rders 
caused by v iruses. 
» Since psittaco sis carries risks fo r life as well 
as ihe general health, mo re rigid enfo rcement o f 
quarantine and o ther health regulatio ns seems 
desirable. 
Ev ery 
pro spectiv e 
buy er 
o f 
birds 
sho uld be assured that the birds are free o f dis­ 
ease. 
In an edito rial in the New England J o urnal o f 
Medicine two o r three y ears ago , it was said that 
since it appears unlikely that the disease will be 
entirely eliminated, aev eral suggestio ns are in 
o rder. 
All peiso ns, the edito rial po inted out, who 
a c­ 
quire birds as pets o r wo rk with them should 
be 
made aware o f the risk o f psittaco sis, ev en with 
birds appearing healthy . 
Danger o f the disease 
is no t eliminated by the additio n o f a certain 
chemical to the drinking water, which is a prac­ 
tice apparently used by so me bird dealers 
It was suggested that do cto rs sho uld be mo re 
suspicio us o f the po ssibility o f psittaco sis in ill­ 
nesses inv o lv ing chills, co ught, fev er and the like 
The histo ry o f asso ciatio n with birds is an im- 
Kl*bf rato ry lest sho uld clinch the 
diagno sis in do ubtful cases and appro priate trea t­ 
ment with antibio tics sho uld be started pro mptly .

W ashington — (NEA) — The 
G reat Plains p rogram is at last 
beginnig to roll. Its purpose is 
to 
cut 
down 
the 
tremendous j 
drought losses in the dust bowl 
and to stabilize farming in the 
10 
states 
east of 
the 
Rock y 
Mountains. 
It 
has 
tak en 
two 
years to get this dram atic under­ 
tak ing started. 
Actually, dust bowl troubles go 
back 100 years. In the dep res­ 
sion 
of 
the 
1930’s 
successive 
droughts brought p overty that 
led to the "Ok ie” migration of 
‘Grapes of W ra th” fame. 
In the early 1950’s another dry 
spell made necessary multimil- 
lion-dollar-disaster 
relief 
pro­ 
grams. 
President Eisenhower sent the 
G reat Plains plan to Congress 
early in 1956. The law authoriz­ 
ing a 10-year, 150-million-dollar 
p rogram was passed that August. 
It took another year to work 
out regulations for p utting it 
into effect. F irst contracts were 
signed last December. 
In the succeeding five months 
D ep artm ent of Agriculture sign­ 
ed nearly 4,000 more contracts 
with farm ers and ranchers in the 
area. They call for com p rehen­ 
sive soil conservation and crop 
conversion 
programs. 
The 
av­ 
erage contract so far has cov- i 
erod 2,500 acres. 
This work will be done on a 
cost-sharing basis in which the 
U. S. government will pay 50 to 
60 per cent of costs. 
Every farm er who signs up 
will first have an aerial survey 
made of his land. Then soil con­ 
servation service technicians w ill! 
work out a conservative sched­ 
ule for the entire farm. 
The farm er can do the work 
himself or have it done on sub­ 
contract. F arm ers Home Admin­ 
istration or local bank s will give 
him a loan to help him pay hi.s 
share of costs. Farm ers are given 


three to ten years to complete 
their plan. 
Government costs on the first 
contract 
signed 
are 
running 
about 
two dollars an acre in 
eastern M ontana and the west­ 
ern Dak otas. This region now 
has fair vegetation coverage, but 
is said to need range m anage­ 
m ent and more shift from an­ 
nual crops to p erm anent grass 
cover. 
In 
the 
seven 
G reat 
Plains 
states to the south, government 
costs are running a little over 
three dollars an acre. 
The area declared eligible for 
assistance includes eastern W y­ 
oming, Colorado and New Mex ­ 
ico, western Nebrask a, Kansas, 
Ok lahom a and the Tex as p an­ 
handle. 
/ 
Many farm s and ranches in 
this area need Yeseoding, terrac­ 
ing. fencing, pond development 
or some irrigation for sup p lemen­ 
tary feed production. There is a 
legal limit of $2,500 that may 
be sp ent on irrigation on any 
one farm. 
In ail, an estim ated 235,000 
farms in 288 of the 422 counties 
| in this ten-state area are now 
| eligible to receive Great Plains 
p rogram assistance. More may be 
added. 
One 
oversimplified 
ex p lana­ 
tion of the G reat Plains p rogram 
purpose is tha t it seek s to get 
every farm er to use his land as 
though every year was going to 
be a drought year. 
On this basis he can conserve 
his land and cut down his losses. 
If a drought lasts several years 
he may use up his reserves. But 
he will have a more stable op­ 
eration. And if it does rain, he 
is just that much more ahead. 
Ter. agencies of D ep artm ent 
of Agriculture are coop erating 
with state farm agencies, land 
grant colleges, 
farm organiza­ 
tions and soil conservation dis­ 
tricts. There are 24 approved 
conservation practices in the pro- 
gram. 
Congress wrote into the G reat 
Plains law- a provision that this 


p rogram m ust end in December, 
; 1971. T hat means all contracts 
will have to be signed this year 
i and nex t. Max imum ex p enditures 
are set at 25 mi lion dollars in 
| any one year. 
It is estim ated that this pro­ 
gram wi 11 convert only about 
10 p er cent of the land in this 
area to good conservation p rac­ 
tices. Perhap s 25 per cent of the 
land now in cultivated crops, or 
from 12 to 14 million acres will 
be 
converted 
to 
grass 
land. 
W heat and other grains surp lus 
production 
should 
be 
reduced 
and more livestock will be raised. 
So along alx Htt ten years from 
now the Congress and whoever 
is president and secretary of ag­ 
riculture will have to tak e an­ 
other look at this p rogram to see 
how it has work ed out. Then 
they 
will 
have 
to 
determine 
w hether they want to carry it 
out on the other 90 p er cent of 
the dust bowl area. To conserve 
it all would cost about 1.5 bil­ 
lion dollars.

W ASHINGTON — L arue I. 
Berficld work s in a factory of 
the Sylvania Electric C orp ora­ 
tion at Emp orium, Pennsylvania. 
He has work ed for the same 
company for nineteen years, but 
is about to lose his job through 
no fault of his own and through 
no desire of his emp loyer to fire 
him. He sp ent four years in the 
arm ed forces — first with the 
5th Air Force overseas, and then 
twenty-eight 
months 
in 
the 
Southw est Pacific. 
B ut Mr. Berfield is in serious 
trpublc. He has the "m isfortune” 
of being a white citizen and not 
a Communist symp athizer. If he 
w ere either a Negro or a m em ­ 
ber of some Communist front 
organization he and 
his chil­ 
dren would be getting the p ro­ 
tection of the several so-called 
‘civil - liberties” 
organizations 
which 
usually 
raise 
defense 
funds or ap p ear in court in be­ 
half of persons in “civi 1-rights" 
cases or those who plead the 
Fifth Amendm ent or the right 
of free speech under the First 
Amendment. 
Right o f Petitio n 
Mr. 
Berfield, 
ex ercising 
his 
right of petition, came to Con­ 
gress to tell his story. The rea­ 
son he is about to he deprived 
of his job is because he doesn't 
believe in communism and is un­ 
willing to join those who he 
believes are its ex ponents in this 
country. The p lant w here he 
work s 
is 
engaged 
in 
defense 
work and mak es certain articles 
tha t are "classified,” though it 
ap p ears they have something to 
do with mak ing improved radar 
equip m ent for the ballistic mis­ 
sile’s early-warning system. 
A fter an election am ong the 
employes, Mr. Berfield told the 
Senate 
Subcommittee 
on 
In­ 
ternal Security the other day, 
a union was certified on May 
16 as bargaining agent for all 
employes. It is k nown as the 
United 
Electrical, 
Radio 
and 
Machine 
W ork ers of 
America 
and was ex pelled by the CIO 
from its organization eight years 
ago on the ground of "Com­ 
munist domination." 


U nion 
S hop 
Now since the union has ob­ 
tained from the employer a con­ 
tract 
providing 
for 
w hat 
is 
term ed the “union shop” under 
ex isting Federal law, the em ­ 
ployer is 
required to dismiss 
anyone who after thirty days 
does not become a m em ber of 
the union. Mr. Berfield, there­ 
fore, has until June 16 nex t to 
m ak e up his mind w hether to 
join the union or lose his em ­ 
ployment. He doesn’t w ant to 
give up his job, but if he doesn’t 
he will have to stultify himself 
by disavowing, in effect, the two 
loyalty oaths he has 
tak en— 
one to a civil-defense organiza­ 
tion and one to a local school 
hoard. He has pledged tha t he 
is not identified with any Com­ 
munist organization. 
Mr. Berfield told the com mit­ 
tee that he could not in good 
conscience 
join 
the union 
be­ 
cause ho would not be uphold­ 
ing hi.s loyalty oaths to the ful­ 
lest ex tent. He wrote a letter 
to 
the 
Senate 
subcommittee 
which said, in p art: 
"From 
repoYts

tions by the United States gov­ 
ernment. it has been found that 
the U. E. is Communist dom inat­ 
ed and controlled. I would lik e 
to

if a 
person can

Ex pelled by C. I. O. 
H ere is what the C. I. O. said 
in a formal resolution ex pelling 
the “U. E.” from its organiza­ 
tion: 
"We can no longer tolerate 
within the family of the C. I. O 
the 
Communist 
p arty 
mas­ 
querading as a labor union. The 
time has come when the C. I. O 
must strip the mask from these 
false leaders whose only purpose 
is 
to deceive and 
betray the 
work ers. So long as the agents 
of the Communist p arty in the 
labor movement enjoy the bene­ 
fits 
of 
affiliation 
within 
the 
C. I. O. they will continue to 
carry on this betrayal under the 
protection of the good name of 
the C. I. O.” 
Under recent Sup reme Court 
decisions, when a union is certi­ 
fied as bargaining agent it can­ 
not lose its rights because it is 
Communist 
dominated. 
Indeed 
there is a hint in the court rul­ 
ings 
that the individual has a 
constitutional "right of free as­ 
sociation" with Communists so 
long as he isn’t caught p artici­ 
p ating in any overt acts of revo­ 
lution against our government. 
But there seems to have been 
no clear-cut case in which pro­ 
tection 
is afforded 
to a 
man 
who wants to 
m aintain his be­ 
liefs 
and who refuses at 
the 
same time to join a Communist 
dominated union. 
Labor Monopoly 
The case points up the tyran­ 
nical 
power 
of 
the 
so-called 
"union shop.” which is a syno­ 
nym for labor union monopoly. 
Even the American Civil Liber­ 
ties Union, which is active in 
p rotecting a Negro work er who 
has been discriminated against 
by a railway labor union, speak s 
of 
the 
ex clusive 
bargaining 
rights of 
unions nowadays as 
“comp arable in scope to certain 
types of common-law monopo­ 
lies” and. approvingly, d e s c rie s 
the power of a labor union to­ 
day 
as 
"clearly 
that 
of 
an 
economic 
legislature 
endowed 
by 
the 
governm ent.” 
It 
adds 
that 
"the 
similarity of union 
and governmental action is in­ 
escapable.” 
But, 
it 
may 
lie 
ask ed, 
if 
unions have become a system of 
government, why shouldn't they 
be subject to the Bill of Rights 
under 
the 
Constitution? Why 
should 
Mr. Berfield 
pay 
the 
p enalty of losing his means of 
livelihood just 
because of his 
beliefs 
The Senate subcommit­ 
tee 
chairman. 
Sen. 
Olin 
D. 
Johnston 
of 
South 
Carolina, 
Democrat, has rightly promised 
to study the case and recom­ 
mend remedial legislation. But 
meanwhile 
Mr. 
Berfield 
can 
only 
appeal 
to the courts to 
p rotect 
his job. 
One 
wonders 
what organizations tak e care of 
individua! 
work ers 
who 
have 
that k ind of a legal nroblem to 
finance — especially 
when 
the 
victim is a white man and also 
is 
not 
a 
Communist 
symp a­ 
thizer.

Strauss, chairm an of the Atomic 
Energy Commission, has decided 
to leave the post which has em ­ 
broiled him in a series of contro- 
veries. 
Strauss’ decision was announced 
by the White House Thursday . He 
leaves June 30 when his five-y ear 
term ends. 
There was no im m ediate word 
on his successor. 
Strauss gave no specific reason 
for his decision. But he said in 
a letter to President Eisenhozer 
that he believed 
“circum stances 
bey ond the control of either of us 
make a change in the chairm an­ 
ship of the commission advisa­ 
ble.” 
This could have been an allu­ 
sion to speculation that his renom ­ 
ination might run into stiff opposi­ 
tion in the Senate. 
Capitol Hill reaction to his de­ 
cision was mixed, w'ith some Con­ 
gress m em bers lauding his ’’great 
contributions” and others voicing 
pleasure at his impending depart­ 
ure. 
The 62-y ear-old Stauss, a for­ 
m er New York banker, also will 
give up his post as special advis­ 
er to Eisenhower on atomic en­ 
ergy m atters. But he will become 
the President’s special assistant 
in charge of promoting the atoms- 
for-peace program. As such, he 
will lead the U.S. delegation to an 
international scientific conference 
on peaceful uses of atomic energy . 
In Geneva, Switzerland, next Sep­ 
tember. 
Strauss was named to the AEC 
by former President Trum an in 
1946, soon after the agency was 
created. He served until 1950 and 
then

reportedly has been locked in a 
dispute with Secretary of State 
Dulles over U. S. policy on nuclear 
testing.

Likelihood of World W ar III 
I do not expect a “World W ar 
III” in the near fu tu re. Bu t the 
threat of a “48-Hou r W ar” be­ 
tween Ru ssia and the United 
States is very real. A Korean- 
ty pe war cou ld also come at any 
time. So explosive are interna­ 
tional conditions that a 48-Hou r 
W ar between Ru ssia and the 
U. S., if it comes, wou ld most 
likely sta rt from accident or u n­ 
au thorized shooting. Under su ch 
circu mstances, it is folly not to 
be well prepared for any fighting 
that may occu r and for the atom ­ 
ic “fallou t” that wou ld accomp­ 
any it.

fou ght from atomic su bmarines 
and airplanes. If we are to su r­ 
vive it, we m u st be economically 
as well as m ilitarily strong.

Thereis no doubt this coun try

Pretty soon, with his speeches 
an d statemen ts broadcast to the 
world, he began to drum it into 
the world’s con sciousn ess that the 
Soviet Union w^s an yon e’s equal.

Then, 
without politely waitin g 
for this coun try to reveal the con ­ 
ten ts, the Soviets made the letter 
public. 
They made a summit con fer­ 
en ce look simple. It was a we’re- 
all-members-of-the-same-club kind 
of note. 
The Soviets not only made them­ 
selves look like jolly peacelovers 
but got the idea across to the rest 
of the world, no m atter what the 
effect here.

If he 
didn ’t, it would be just so much 
more propagan da gravy for the 
Soviets. 
There 
can ’t 
be 
much 
doubt 
now that everyon e, inside or out­ 
side the United States, is adjusted 
to the idea the Soviets are equal 
to this coun try, an d in some ways 
superior. In missiles, for example. 
For a man like Secretary of 
State Dulles, who has spen t most 
of his life in formal diplomacy, 
this Soviet method of slap-’em-on - 
the-back an d kick-’em-in -the-pan ts 
must get disturbin g. 
As long ago as last Jan . 10—at 
his news con feren ce—Dulles com­ 
plain ed about the Bulgan in letter- 
writin g to Eisen hower.
